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EOE tlle Roar ee! a 
TWENTY-!WO MILLION REASONS 
FOR MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP 

Twenty-two million reasons, each of them worth a dollar, are furnished in favor of 
municipal ownership in the deal which Toronto has tentatively adopted with Mackenzie 
and Mann for the repurchase of the street railway and electric lighting system and franchises 
in that city, together with the control of their streets. 

Torento’s experience with private ownership shows in its most, glaring silhouette the 
cost to the public of private ownership, 

Toronto at one time, and not so long ago, had control of her own streets and owned her 
own franchises. She operated her own street railway, with indifferent success it is true, and 
held in her hand the right to vrant or withhold the lighting and power franchises, carrying 
with them the right to string wires in the highway. 

But the people of Torento, apparently afraid to retain in their own hands a wealth 
in the form ot franchises to which the public alone could give value, handed the right to 
exploit the citizens over to Mackenzie and Mann, in the form of a twenty-five-year 
franchise for electrics and traction, of which eight vears remain to run. 

Since then the people of Toronto have learned much. First of all they have learned 
that the private corporation is not concerned as to whether the service is good or not, so long 
as it makes inoney. This fact was apparent to all, even without the necessity of thinking or 
the application of deduction. Second, they iearned, when the hydro-electric came in, that 
private ownership, in spite of all its alleged advantages of economy in management, could 
not compete with public ownership in the same field; thal, in fact, public ownership, 
having no dividends to pay on watered stock, was in a position to give the public cheaper 
and better service than private ownership could ever hope to give. This also was apparent 
without the necessity of analysis, the evidence being furnished in the difference in the cost 
of household lighting after the hydro-electric came into the field. Next, it commenced to 
dawn upon the cilizens of Toronto that it made no difference in whcse hands the franchises 
lie, public or private, that the cost of the installation, as well as the operalion, is on the public 
in any event, and the public builds-and equips the roads for private capital in the same sense 
that it buiids the roads under public ownership. 

This is the feature of private ownership which the public mind finds it most difficult to 
grasn, and the superstitution that the public, in some occult manner, escapes going into debt 
when it givas away a franchise, is one of the most treasured and carefully fostered follies of 
the age. To fully grasp this point requires a certain amvuunt of analytical thinking on the 
part of the public, and many communities are a long way from haying mastered it even yet. 
But Toronto had the advantage that its stock market is one of the most evident institutions 
of the city, and the dealings thereon were a matter of public knowledge. So that, when the 
franchise holders were seen from time to time floating issues of bonds to cover the cost of 
the enterprises, or watered stock to represent the earning power, it gradually commenced to 
dawn upon the thinking members of the commiuni!y that these issues were quite as much a 
debt which mist be discharged by the patrons of the road as though they had been deben- 
tures floated by the city, with the city’s imprimature and guarantee thereon and subject to 
repayment out of the receipts. : 

‘Vhen the people of any community grasp this point, the requiem of private owner- 
ship is about due. 

But the people of Toronto, as a penaity for having given their franchise away, and 
afte: having once paid through the medium of fares and electric rates for a very large part 
of the equipment, now learn that they must pay for these again and must pay as well a 
very handsume price for the relinquishment of the franchise which the citizens handed the 
private owners at no cost at all. 

Whether Toronto buys the enterprises and franchises, or whether she does not, 
makes no difference to the citizens in the matler of payment for the franchise.. They pay 

‘for itin any event. It is there.in.the purchase price if they buy, and it is there in the fare 
price if they fail to buy. Under any circumstances, is it a debt which must be paid. But by the 
purchase of the franchise, Toronto gets away from the private owners the right to place 
further mortgages upon the public in the form of over-capitalization. 

Had Toronto stayed with municipal ownership as she started out to do, the public 
would not today be accepting a debt of $22,000,000 to rid their streets of MacKenzie and 
Mann. Qut of the earnings of their street railway and electric plant, they would have 

"already recovered most of the capital invested from time tu time as the cost of installing the 
various utilities, and they would be bearing no debt in the form of capitalized franchise. 

Every dollar which the public pays thvough fares toward the retirement of the bonds 
of a privately-owned utility is just so much more debt added to the public in another form, 
the honded indebtedness thus retired furnishing at once {he opportunity for the flotation of 
more watered stock to absorb the increased earnings. 

Every dollar which the public pays through fares loward the retirement of the 
debentures of a municipally-owned utililyis just so much of the debt wiped out and 
abolished, furnishing the opportunity for cheaper or better service. 


Toronto has quite evidently grasped this formula, and as a penalty for not having 


seen it long ago she is paying MacKenzie and Mann twenty-two million dollars.

In 4851, however, ana 
authorizing = mumicipalities to incur 
extra municipal expenditures for rail- 
road purposes, and the assistance ex- 
tended to raflways by the government 
and city corporations ushered in a 
period of mushroom growth. The 
legislature gave jgrants to all sorts of 
projects, and local bodies gave thelr 
backing to numerous short lines. The 
first real railroad system, the Grand 
Trunk, was commenced in {852 and 
completed elght years later. The 
Great Western, the European and North 
American line in New Brunswick, the 
Buffalo and Lake Huron, the Montreal 
and. New York, and numerous smaller 
roads were built during this period, In 
1857 Canada had ‘about 2,000 miles of 
lines. At confederation the railroad 
mileage was less than 3,000. In 1900 
the mileage had increased to 17,500, 
and it is now eansiderably over 25,000 
miles. The financial difficulties of the 
Grand Trunk caused a period of de- 
pression for a time before and after 
cenfederation, but {n 1875 a second 
great period of expansion commenced, 
culminating a decade later in the com- 
pletion of the Canadian Pacific. 


The turning of the first sod of the 
Calgary and Edmonton railway took 
place 23 years ago today. The road is 
now a part of the Canadian Pacific sys- 
ten, 


FIRST THINGS. | 


FIRST CUNARD STEAMSHIP. 

The arriyal-of the first steamship of 
the Gunard line, the Britannia, was 
publicly celebrated in Boston over .73 
years ago today, July 21, 1840. ° The 
Britannia was a wooden side-wheeler, 
and made her maiden voyage across 
the Atlantic, from Liverpool to Boston, 
in 14 days-and 4 hours. For a time 
the. Cunarders. made Halifax and Boston 
thelr: American ports, but later New 
York was made the principal terminus 
of the line. Sir Samuel Cunard, 
founder of the line, was a native of 
Walifax, N.S., and built the Britannia 
and three similar vessels to carry out 
a contract with the British government 
for transporting the malls between 
England and America. In 1852 the 
company began -to substitute iron screw 
vessels “for tha swooden. craft with 
paddle wheels in use up to that time. 
The record passage of the Atlantic {s 
now held-by the Britannia's glant suc- 
cessor, the Cunarder Mauretania, which 
made the voyage from Queenstown lo 
New York in 4 days 10 hours and 44 
minutes. The Mauretania and her sls- 
ter ship, the Lusitania, will soon be 
surpassed in size and probably in speed 
by the Aquitania, now building, which 
has a length of 885 feet and 50,000 
gross tonnage. The Britannia was not 
the first steam vessel from Europe to 
enter Boston harbor, the Unicorn hav- 
Ing preceded her by about a month.

Seml-Contenary of Death of 
Chief of ‘ Fighting McCooks.””

DESPONDENT AT ILLNESS 
YOUNG MAN SHOOTS SELF 


Wound In the Chest Such that Physicians 
In Hospital Say that Death Is But 
a Mattor of Time. 

John Maxomis, a Greek, 28 years 
old, shot himself yesterday afternoon, 
about 4.40 o'clock, in, the rear of the 
Olympia Candy store, 51 Jasper avenue 
west.
